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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendments, Claims 1, 3-5, and 9 will be pending. 
Applicants have cancelled Claims 7, 8, 10-13, 16, and 18-21 without disclaimer of, or prejudice 
to, the subject matter contained therein. Applicants maintain that the cancellation of a claim 
makes no admission as to its patentability, and reserve the right to pursue the subject matter of 
the cancelled claim in this or any other patent application. 

In the final Office Action mailed August 14, 2009, the Examiner indicated that Claims 1, 
3-5, and 9 and claims that depend therefrom were allowable. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. ^ 102(a) 

The Examiner maintained the rejection of Claim 18 as allegedly being anticipated under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(a) over PCT Application No. WO 03/012406 to Parunak et al. 

Applicants respectfully disagree. While not acquiescing to the Examiner's rejection, and 
solely in the interest of advancing prosecution of the instant case, Applicants have cancelled 
Claim 18, without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants reserve the right to pursue claims directed 
to the canceled subject matter in continuation application. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection xinder 35 U.S.C. § 102(a). 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. ^ 103(a) 

The Examiner rejected Claims 7, 8, 10-13, 16, and 19-21 as allegedly being unpatentably 
obvious under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over PCT Application No. WO 03/012406 to Parunak et al. 

Applicants respectfully disagree. While not acquiescing to the Examiner's rejection, and 
solely in the interest of advancing prosecution of the instant case, Applicants have cancelled 
Claims 7, 8, 10-13, 16, and 19-21, without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter 
contained therein. Applicants reserve the right to pursue claims directed to the canceled subject 
matter in continuation application. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejection imder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a).
